Chicago, Nov. 2S.—Senator Benja 


min Tillman of South Carolina ad 
dress-ed an immense audience Tues 
day night In Orchestra hall, on the 
race question. The man whom the 
negro citizens of Chicago had an 
nounced their intention of keeping 
quiet made tire most of the opportu- 
nity that was given him. Encouraged 
by his reception, he handled the race 
question in characteristic style. There 
was a large force of detectives and 
police present, but no serious disorder 
occurred in the hall. 


In his address Mr. Tillman said: "I 


have be'en told I have been snubbed 
by the mayor of this city. I never 
saw Mayor Dunne in my life. I did 
not ask him to be here to introduce 
me to this audience, nor did I ask any 
one else to do so. If any one has 
been snubbed it is these gracious 
ladies who planned this meeting to 
secure money for the Chicago Union 
hospital, who requested Mayor Dunne, 
the creature of a political hour, to 
come forward and add his mite." 


Discussing 
the Fifteenth amend- 


ment of the constitution, which he de- 
clared gave the negro every right that 
a white man had, Mr. Tillman stated: 
"If this law was enforced it would re- 
sult in two states at least being dom- 
inated absolutely by negroes, while 
four other states would be so near 
being governed by the negro that 
there would be practically an equal 
division of offices." 


A voice: "How about the law?" 


Senator Tillman: "The law? To hell 
with such laws." 


Senator Tillman then told his audi- 


ence of the attacks on white women 
by negroes in the south, and declared 
that the people of the north were in a 
great measure responsible for this 
,state of affairs. In. .conclusion Sen- 
ator Tillman said: "Now, as a general 
illustration of the injustice that is 
sometimes 
done. President 
Roose- 


velt discharged three companies of 
colored soldiers without a courtmar- 
tial, and fh doing this he punished 
innocent men for the crime of a few. 
In doing this he transcended the au- 
thority of the law, and he ought not 
to have done it. No matter what the 
people in the north may say or do, the 
white race in the south will never be 
dominated by the negro, and I want 
to tell you now that if some state 
should ever make an attempt to 'save 
South Carolina,' we will show them 
in their fanaticism that we will make 
it red before we make it black."

port is now ready and was considered 
very fully by the president. The sec- 
retary has uniformly declined to dis- 
cuss with th'c newspapers any of the 
conclusions he has reached, but it has 
been 
generally understood

Francisco maintained that what they 
had done in the matter of school ac- 
commodations was 'entirely within 
their rights and that the whole matter 
was one of local administration.

The woman, 
who is 32 years old, is charged wlttt 
baving poisoned her husband,Patrick; 
ier two children, Mary, 8, and Annie, 
6, who died a week ago, and Patrick 
and Cecelia Cook, tenants 
in tfl» 


Carey house. All of the alleged vic- 
tims died within 11 months, and the' 
police allege that Mrs. Carey bene- 
fited by their deaths to the extent ot 
?1,000 through the collection of Insur- 
ance. 
The woman's arrest followed 


an investigation made into the deathd 
of her two children, which occurred' 
last week, the coroner's physician re- 
porting that an analysis of their 
stomachs showed traces of arsenic. 


According to Captain of Detectives 


Donaghy it was learned that the chil- 
dren were insured for $125 each, and 
:hat Mrs. Carey collected this amount 
after their deaths. The police o^cials 
say they learned that the woman had 


cured rat poison, and on further In- 


vestigation it was found that Patrick 
and Cecelia Cook, brother and sister, 
v.-ho lived with Mrs. Carey, had died 
wffhih'a few months under suspicion* 
circumstances. 


Miss Cook had been the lessor Of 


th'e house and Mrs. Carey was a ten- 
ant. The police officials say that Mis« 


ook was insured for $200 in favor of 


Patrick Cook, her brother, and that 
on Aug. 13 she died. Patrick had been 
nsured for $300 in favor of his sister. 
le collected the insurance on her 
policy after her death and Mrs. Carer 
ook up the lease of the house. Ther«- 
ipon Patrick Cook mad'e his insur- 
ance in favor of Mrs. Carey, and 
shortly thereafter was stricken ill and 
died.

OPPORTUNITIES IX WORLD 


OF BUSINESS. 


Unfair Share of Cost of Government 


Put Upon Small Homes of Peo- 


ple of Ohio. 


Bucyrus, O., Nov. 28.—Before a rep- 


resentative gathering of citizens in 
the Vollrath tbeater, Attorney Gen- 
eral Wade H. Ellis delivered an ad- 
dress on two crying evils of the 
times, unjust taxation and inequality 
of opportunity In commercial enter- 
prise. The address, which was deliv- 
ered under the auspices of the Bucy- 
rus board of trade, was well received. 
Mr. Ellis began by saying there are 
two classes of men in modern Ameri- 
can times that ought to be avoided. 
The first are those who contend that 
everything is all wrong, and the sec- 
ond those who declare that every- 
thlg is all right He said that no 
progress can be made, no real steps 
forward in the eradication of evils 
that confront us or in the solution of 
the serious problems b'efore us, un- 
der either such leadership. "There 
are two evils," the speaker said, 
"which have grown up with the 
rapid development of the country which 
most insistently demand serious consid- 
eration from those who make and those 
Mfho enforce the laws. The first of these 
Is the inequality in the distribution of 
"the 
burdens of government, in other 


words, taxation; the second, the Inequal- 
ity of opportunity in commercial enter- 
prise caused by the corporate control of 
Industry by combinations in restraint of 
trade." 


Speaking of the Inequalities of taxa- 


tion, and particularly in Ohio, Mr. Ellis 
eaid that the tendency for many years in 
this state has been to put upon real es- 
tate, and particularly upon the small 
homes of the people, an unfair share of 
the cost of government. He showed that 
during- the last 50 years in Ohio there 
bad been a growing tendency to conceal 
personal property from taxation so that 
whereas half a century ago personal 
property in Ohio amounted 
to about 


three-fifths that of real estate, it now 
.amounts to less than two-fifths. He 
dwelt upon the concealment of all forms 
,«f Intangible property In taxation and 
even with respect to such personal prop- 
«rty as merchants' and 
manufacturers' 


Blocks he showed that there was less re- 
turn .In Ohio today than 25 years ago. 
But ,the corporations of the state in the 
matter of their returns for taxation were 
the chief beneficiaries of this discrimina- 
tion. The railroads, steam and electric, 


• the express, telegraph and 
telephone 


companies, the gas companies and other 
corporations of Ohio engaged purely In a 
public service had outstanding mbre than 
$1,000,000,000 of stocks and bonds, while 
domestic corporations of this state not 
-*b classed, such as manufacturing and 
v Industrial enterprises, and capitalised ac- 
' cording to the' books of the secretary of 
Gtate to the amount of $830,000,000, and 
bonded 
to perhaps one-third of that 


amount; and yet all these corporations 
combined returned for taxation last year 
but $300,000,000 wqrth of property. That 
Is to say, the stock and bond issues of 
all corporations in Ohio amount to nearly 
If not quite as much as the total grand 
duplicates of the s* te, although the cor- 
porations return for taxation about one- 
eighth of the total wealth. 


Values of Corporate Property. 


Mr. Ellis referred at length to the ap 


pointment by Governor Harris of the new 
tax commission, whose duty it is to study 
the system of taxation in Ohio and re- 
port in time for the next general assem- 
bly recommendations for its Improve- 
ment. He said one of the most impor- 
tant questions before the commission is 
to find a way by which the _ remnant of 
a levy upon all the real and personal 
property for purely state purposes might 
be abolished. This levy was reduced in 
1902 
from 2.89 mills on the dollar to 1.35, 


and this was still further reduced by a 
•mall fraction last year. This levy upon 
ell real and personal property for stato 
purposes produces $3,000,000 per annum, 
used solely for the support of common 
schools and universities. 
Special excise 


and privilege taxes under the Willis law 
and the Cola law, imposed upon certain 
classes of corporations; the Johnson law 
Imposed upon the business of foreign in- 
surance companies, and the Dow-Aiken 
law directed against the traffic in intox- 
icating liquors, and other miscellaneous 
sources, now produce In round numbers 
about $7,000.100 per annum, making a to- 
tal of $10,000,000 per ye^r. 
The annual 


cost of running the state government Is 
In round numbers $9,000.000. so that we 
are now taking in about $1,000.000 per 
annum more than present necersities re- 
quire us to pay out. and we havp today 
<S,750,000 in the treasury. It is apparent, 
therefore, that unless some change should 
be made in existing laws or in existing 
conditions which would decrease the ex- 
else and corporation taxes, the time has 
come when we can safely consider the 
prospect of abolishing altogether 
the 


State tax levy and relying entirely on 
•pedal franchise or privilege fees to sur>-

school system. 


This^ abolishment of the state 


•would "not. of course, avoid the 
Injustice to the owners of real estate 
•which comes from local extravagance 
and the levy upon tangible property for 
purely county and municipal purposes. 
And here is where the chief evil Is to b« 
found, for while the state of Ohio spends 
about 19.000,000 per year for state pur- 
poses. the counties, municipalities, school 
districts and townships spend about S60.- 
COO.OOO a year for local purposes, so that 
relief from excessive or unfair tax bills 
for local purposes is seven times c^s im- 
portant as is sucli relief from the bur- 
dens levied for state purposes. 
In this 


connection Mr. EHis suggested a consid- 
eration of some plan by which the fran- 
chise values of corporat- property may 
be uniformly regarded in fixing the value 
upon the visible property itself. In other 
T.-ords, he suggested that in arriving at 
the value of the property of steam and. 
electric railroads, gas and other lighting 


and all corporations whose property de- 
pends peculiarly for its returns to the 
Investors upon the uses to which it is 
put. there may be taken into consider- 
ation, as there is now supposed to be 
with respect to express, telegraph and 
telephone companies, the market value of 
Its stocks and bonds. If this were done 
It is estimated that S600.000.000 to S700,- 
000.000 worth of property which now es 
capes taxation altogether would be added 
to the local duplicates, and this -would 
reduce the local tax bills by more than 
30 per cent. He did not argue for the 
taxation of stocks of domestic corpora- 
tions In Ohio whose property Is already 
taxed, nor did he propose the taxation of 
Industrial bonds at their par 
value, 


either of which would be manifestly un- 
fair to the corporations, but suggested 
merely that if a street railroad company, 
for example, has $300,000 worth of tracks 
and ears and power houses and equip- 
ment and $1.000,000 worth of stock and 
$1,000,000 worth of bonds, both of which 
are worth par in the market, the prop- 
erty of such a company ought not to be 
•ssessed for taxation for $100,000, as is 
now done under the laws and custom In 
this state, hut that the value of such 
tracks and cars and power houses and 
equipment should have some fair- and 
reasonable relation to their earning ca- 
pacity for the uses to which they are put, 
as capitalized in the stocks and oonds of 
the company, and some fair and reason- 
able relation to what it would cost to buy 
the control of that property through the 
purchase of Its shares of stock. 


Standard Oil Suits. 


The attorney general discussed the cor- 


porate control of national wealth through 
the organization of combines in restraint 
3f trade, 'and the state and federal ac 
'tions now pending against the Standard 
OH trust and other monopolies. 


Referring to the pending suits against 


the Standard Oil trust by the state of 
Ohio and the federal government, Mr. 
Ellis Indicated that there was entire har- 
mony In the purpose to be achieved. He. 
said tftat there was and ought to be no 
disposition on the part of either national 
or state authorities to persecute the 
Standard Oil trust, to destroy Invest- 
ments, to injure business, to paralyze in- 
dustry or to attack capital simply be- 
cause it happens to be in the hands of a 
few men. 
"With respect to the prosecu- 


tions In Ohio which have been brought 
liy the attorney general ne said there 
was no desire on the part of the state to 
flrtve the 
Standard Oil company from 


Ohio. "Indeed," he s.iid, "the desire is 
that they shall remain in Ohio, that we 
may have the advantage of their capital, 
their business energy and the 
employ- 


ment of labor as well as the development 
of a great natural source of wealth." 
But, while the purpose wa» not to de- 
stroy the Standard Oil , investments or 
drive the corporations 
from the state, 


there was another purpose just as firmly 
resolved upon, and that was that while 
the Standard Oil companies, remain in 
Ohio they shall obey the law and public 
policy of the state just' as the humblest 
individual In the land. 


"Of course," said Mr. Ellis, in conclu- 


sion, "the destruction of these combines 
in restraint of trade will not bring the 
milleniutn. There will still be wrongs to 
be rlghled; there will sti.i be crimes to 
be punished; there will still be selfish- 
ness in human nature; and there will still 
be these who have and those who have 
not. 
But at least we will take a stex> 


forward toward that day when there will 
be something like an equal opportunity 
for every man, rich and poor, to seek, 
to acquire and to hold the fair returns of 
his genius and his labor. And. after all, 
the surest way to postpone forever the 
folly of Socialism in America is to secure 
a fairly-umpired individualism; ar.d the 
surest way to avert the clamor for "a 
square meal" is to heed the clamor for 
"a square deal."
